Scenes Attending the Reception at Ports- 
mouth Yesterday. 
PortrsmouTa,N. H., August 2—The reception to the 
Greely Relief Expedition took place in the harbor at 
2:80 yesterday afternoon. Secretary Chandler went 
to the Tallapoosa in the morning and gave 
orders for the entire squadron of war vessels in the 
barbor to receive the Arctic heroes. The vessels 
were decorated with flags and bunting and the

JEWELRY IMPORTERS IX TROUBLE. 

The Customs officials have made seizures of valu- 
abio goods, imported from the United States and 
entered under their value with the intention of 
defrauding the revenue, from some of the wealthiest 
and largest wholesale firms in Montreal.

THE YELLOW BOOK. 

Pans, August 2.—The French Yellow Book, pub- 
lished to-day, gives the following information in re- 
gard to the recent negotiations between France and 
China: “France at first demanded of China an in- 
demnity of 250,000,000 francs for the affair at Lang- 
Bon, but after China ordered her troops 
to withdraw from Tonquin, France 
only ordered that China should 
compensate the families of the soldiers 
killed at Langson, and pay the extra expenses which 
the Chinese attack made necessary for France to 
incur, and China objected to the indemnity, but on 
July 19 she consented to appoint the Viceroy of 
Nankin to enter into negotiations with M. Pate- 
notre, the Frénch minister. China then announced 
that she had submitted the indemnity question to 
the Powers, Between the 27th and 20th of July, M. 
Patenoctre telegraphed the home Government 
that it was impossdble to arrive at 
an understand with the delegates 
of China, who refused to pay the indemnity, and 
asked that the time granted China to accept the 
French ultimatum be extended. Minister Ferry 
thereupon telegraphed to M. Patenotre, July 30, 
to extend the respite if necessary. M. Patenotre re- 
plied that China offered to pay an indemnity of 
1,000,000 francs, and he refused it. July 18 France 
informed Admiral Courbet of her intention to oo- 
cupy Foo Chow and Kelung in case China refused 
the French ultimatum. Admiral Courbet was or- 
dered to use force only if attacked.

A page of Thursday's New York Nmes is de- 
voted to an inside history of the Union Pagific 
Railroad's dealings with the Government, A 
startling story it is of collusion and fraud upon 
the part of the Republican statesmen at Wash- 
ington, by whose consent and powerful con- 
nivance the United States Treasury and à mul- 
titude of unsuspecting investors are like to be 


2 robbed af more than three times the original 


cost or present value of the road, 

This road now owes the Government $33,559, - 
512 for subsidy bonds due in ten or twelve 
years, and interest thereon to the amount of 
$19,054,480, or nearly fifty-three millions in all, 
and this debt is increasing at the rate of §1,000,- 
000 a year, The road was built with this money, 
and its builders had their immense land grant 
and the road itself as so much clear profit, 
But they went to Congress and, with the assist- 
ance of Mr. Lamm and other Republican lead- 
era, obtained legislation permitting them to is- 
sue and sell first mortgage bonds to the amount 
of $27,229,000, which were to take precedence 
of the Government's lien, and now it will have 
to pay those bonds in order to secure iteelf, if 
the road goes into bankruptcy. But the vil- 
lainy did not end here. Further collusion par- 
mitted the managers to use the earnings of the 
road for stock-jobbing purposes, and to pay inter- 
est on bonds illegally issued and on fraudulent 
issues of stock, until now the liabilities include 
$61,000,000 of stock and a bonded debt of $117,- 
487,408 besides the Government loan, which 
brings the total indebtedenss up to $232,000,000, 
or about four times the cost of the line and ita 
equipments. 

Under existing competition the earnings can- 
not pay interest and dividends on the other lia- 
bilities, after leaving the Government loan 
out in the _ cold. To force the 
road to make provision for that, we 
are told, would throw it into bankruptcy, and 
then the Government would have to pay the 
$27,000,000 of first mortgage bonds and take the 
road at a cost of about $80,000,000, or lose the 
$52,000,000 already advanced, Such a foreclos 
ure would wipe out stock and bonds to the 
amount of about $152,000,000, and the private 
holders thereof might justly claim that the 
Government, through its Pacific Railroad di- 
rectors and other official abettors of the Pacific 
Railroad management, had made itself a party 
toa gigantic robbery of innocent investors. 

There is every reason to believe that the situ- 
ation with reference to the Central Pacific is no 
better, It is a situation to which we have been 
brought by the long continued partnership be- 
tween the Republican party and such business 
men as GouLtp, Duron and Huwyriveron, 
What shall be done, or what can be done, to 
protect the Government's claim and the inter- 
ests of investors from the further de- 
signs of these rapacious men, is now the 
question, They are supporting their old 
friend Mr. BLalxx with all their resources and 
appliances, in the expectation that his election 
will throw the whole weight and power of the

Hippocrates and his disciples recommended 

tion, in. diet, friction and well-timed ex- 
ercise, Which, was, certainly a step in the right 
direction. 
PARACELSUS, The ALCHEMIST. 
It was during the darkness of the middle 
ages, ripe with fanaticism. and superstition, 
t the most absurd ideas of witchergft, horo- 
scopes, chiromancy and empirical panaceas for | 
the prolongation of life first ‘ame dissemi- 
nated. losopher’s ston@ and elixir of 
life were en vaunted by the alchemists. 
Foremost among the prolongers of life we find 
Paracelsus, au alchemist of great renown, and 
a man of considerable attainments. He claimed 
to have discovered the elixir of life. So great 
was his influence that even the learned Eras- 
mus did not disdain to consult him. Patients 
and pupils flocked around him from every 
2 Europe. About this epoch, one 
mard Thurneysser attained world-wide ce- 
lebrity as an astrologer and nativity-caster. 
He was a physician, printer, bookseller and 
horoscopist, all in one. He professed that, by 
the aid of astrology, he could not only predict 
future events, but likewise prolong life. He 
published yearly an astrological calendar de- 
scribing the nature of the forthcoming year 
and its chief events. His calendar and other 
uackeries enabled him to amass the sum of 
,000 florins. 
TRANSFUSION OF BLOOD. 
Shortly after the death of Louis XIII of | 
France, who was bled forty-seven times during 
the last ten months of existence, a contrary | 
method came into fashion. Transfusion was | 
for a time relied upon as a means for invigorat- 
ing and prolonging life. The operation was 
rformed by ald of a small pipe conveying 
ood from the artery of one person to another, 
In Paris, Drs. Dennis and Riva were enabled 
to cure a young man who had previously been 
treated in vain for lethargy. Further experi- 
ence not being so s&tisfactory, this device as a 
5 er of life became discarded. Francis 
zacon held somewhat unique ideas regarding 
the possible prolongation of existence. He re- 
garded life as a flame, continually being con- 
sumed by the surrounding atmosphere, and he 
thence concluded that by retarding vital waste 
and renewing the bodily powers from time to 
time, life might be lengthened. With the ob- 
ject of preventing undue external vital waste, 
— advised cold bathing, followed by friction. 
SOME NOTORIOUS CHARLATANS. 
Numerous charlatans have appeared, and still 
appear at intervals, loud in their asseverations 
of having discovered the veritable elixir of life 
—gold, tinctures and many other nostrums with 
which they mendaciously ——e to prolong 
life. The most notorious of these empirics was 
the Count de St. Germain, who with barefaced 
effrontery protested that he had already existed 
for centuries by the aid of his Tea of Long 
Life,” which he declared would rejuvenate man- 
kind. On close examination his miraculous 
philter was ascertained to consist of a simple 
infusion of sandal wood, fennel and senna 
A great stir was created in 1785 by the 
occult pretensions of a fanatical physician 
in France named Mesmer. He _ vaunted 
“sion of extraordinary magnetic 
which enabled him forthwith, by 
ite agency, to remove every 
disease ane prolong life. At the 
king's desire a commission was instituted to ro- 
ort upon this phenomenon, in which Dr. N 
‘ranklin took a leading part. The only practi- 
cal result of this inquiry was the discovery of 
an animal electricity. At one time Meamer re- 
fused £40,000 livres for his secret. After Dr. 
Franklin's investigations Mesmer lapsed into 
obscurity. Last, but not least in the formost 
rank of nitpdstors»was Joseph Balsamo, alias 
Count de Cagliostro. This charlatan appeared 
just before the first French Revolution. During 
is remakable career Cagliostro made more 
than one fortuue, a he su uently lost, 
and died in prison m 175. The distinguished 
Cardinal de Rohan was one of his elne du a 
Like St. Germain, Balsamo boasted that he had 
discovered the élixif of life, and throughout 
Europe 2 persons of all degrees eager to

And yet it is among the facts af latory that 
climate has so potent an influence on race that 
it may be fairly suid to modify tt out of all re- 
ognition and to create mew ort of old races. The 
iliustrations are numberless. The t 
Knglish race is for the most a fusion of Briton, 
Danish, Saxon, Norseman and  Ueltie, 
But even Where bern 
no kusion, but a preservation of 
one or another of the ofiginal stocks in 
its purity—as among the Highfarders of Scot- 
land or the lower strats of sociéty in Wales 
the influence of climate has se modified the 
character that it contrasts more strikingly with 
the original than with the present average 
Frenchinan of Normandy or Celt of Ireland. 
The Cornishinan of this gerieration is more like 
the average English fusion of race than like the 
Belgic-Gaul, from whom he is popularly su 

seal to have sprung.“ The Gernian or Celtic 

Hood, however pure and distinct ſt may be 
kept, after two generations in America, is hardly 
distinguishable the one from the other. It be 
comes a new type or race, as distinct from its 
pe as the Greeks or the Germans became 
rom their Indo progenitors. The softenitig in- 
fluence of the climate of India disappeared en- 
tirely among the Indo-Germanics, and was 
modified out of recognition in the charac- 
ter of the ancient Greeks. This may have 
resulted in part from a fusion of the India 
stock with in original race, both in 
Greece and in Germany, but there is no history 
to substantiate the hypothesis 
THE VANDALS AND ITALIANS. 

Other experience within the historic ern éup- 
ports the theory that climate changes the race 
character. Whenthe Vandals entered Spain 
from the North as conquerors they possessed all 
the characteristics of the hardy Norseman. Af- 
ter a few generations in that warm climate 
these characteristics softened and another wave 
of conquerors from the north supplanted them, 
and after two centuries’ residence in Africa 
every original northern quality was lost and 
Gen. Belisarius found it as easy to subjugate 
them as it was for Aurelian to conquer the ef- 
feminate Palmyrians. The Gauls, Goths, Lom- 
bards and Huns, who in their turn flooded 
Italy with migratory waves, either as conquer- 
ors or tolerated settlers, each, in turn, after a 
few few generations, became in all respects 
Italians, a new race, quite distinct from those 
whence they sprung. Doubtless something of 
this change was dus to intermarriage with the 
Italian stock, but not as much as to the change 
of climatic conditions, for the offspring of the 
fusion soon became as enervated as the Syrian 
stock, of which the Romans complained cen- 
turies before that it was destroying the vigor of 
Roman character. 

THE SPANISH-AMERICAN RACES. 

The Spaniards who conquered and settled in 
Mexico, Central and South America nearly a 
century before the English colonized in North 
America were not discounted in vigor, energy, 
courage and resolution by any race that ever 
existed. But after the second or third genera- 
tion had passed there remained hardly a ves- 
tige of the original qualities igiported from 
Spain. The Spanish-American race, under the 
enervating influence of the South and Central 
American climate, was sunk out of all com- 
parison below that of the English and Celtic 
stock that planted themselves in the invigorat- 
ing climate of North America. Something of 
this remarkable change may also be attribuie | 
to intermarriage with the native races and to 
the rapid decline of Spain herself as a great 
8 among nations after the death of Phil 

I. But not so much as to the effects of ell 
mate. The fusion race was not up to the 
standard of the Aztecs in the valley of Mexico 
or the Incas in the Peruvian plateau, either 
physically or inteliectually. 

IN THE UNITED STATES. 

The contrast is almost as striking “between 
the descendants of the races that originally set- 
ded the American States as between che — 
ian and the English blood as we now it on 
this continent. - After two centuries and a half 
the people of New England arid New York not 
only compare favorably with the present con- 
dition of the races ence they sprang, but 
have improved the blood in many respects and 
originated a distinct race, superior to anything 
found in the Old World. In the same gener- 
ations the softening influence of the climate in 
the Ntates south the Roanoke has reduced

ENCOURAGING REPORTS. 


The News Received at the Democrat. 
ic Committee Headquarters. 


— — 
The German Vote ofthe Country Deserting 
Mr. Blaine and Going to Reform Can- 
didate Cleveland—The Con- 
science Fund. 


By Telegraph to the Fust. Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, August 2.—The Democratic Con- 
gressional Committee are receiving reports from 
Ohio ahd Indiana, which encourage them very 
much. Indeed they are quite satisfied with the 
situation generally they say, but are especially 
pleased ‘with the prospects in those two States. 
They claim that the German element is coming over 
to Cleveland very rapidly. The recent suits against 
saloon keepers in Ohio under the Scott law have had 
the effect of stirring up the German vote very much 
and will, they believe, strengthen the Democratic 
party very much in that State. Persons arriving 
here from Ohie say that the Germans are greatly 
excited over the workings of the Scott law, and that 
Hamiltop Gouuty, the key to the situation in Ohio, 
will go largely Democratic at the coming elections. 
In Indiapaand other States further west the effect 
of the Prohibition Convention will, itis believed, be 
felt materially. This is also the fact they say with 
reference to Ohio. There area half dozen States 
where the Prohibition element is very strong and 
several of these are very close States. Ohio Indiana, 
UAlindis lowa, Kansas, Wisconsin and Minnesota, 
ha vo a very strong Prohibition element and one that 
is growing every,year. What proportion of this 
element will 8. the Prohibition National ticket 
is hard tosay. Should itturn out that more than 
the usual proportion drifts with that ticket, the 
result would be to render not.only Ohio and Indiana 
doubtful States, but some others in the list above 
given. Wisconsin, the Democratic leaders say, is 


not at all certain for the Republicans. The German

Where Washington Society Now 
Turns for Amusement.

The Society Portion of the Nevy Considera- 
bly Distarbed—Dress-Makers Prepar- 
ing for the Fall Trade—Female 
Clerks f romoted,

Wasutnoton, July 81.— Society is giving its atten- 
tion tothe river again this week. With some por- 
tions of it this came near proving fatal A collision 
took place just below Washington between a couple 
of boats, one of them loaded with several hundred 
Ww passengers, and it was little short of a 
miracle that the one carrying these was not sunk at 
once. The Washington steamer was badly damaged 
but managed to reach the Washington wharf float- 
ing. Further up the river, at the race course of 
the boat clubs, there has been constant attention. 
The races to-day (Thursday) have been the event of 
the week. The attendance has been not alone from 
Washington, but from other cities as well, Balti- 
more, Philadelphia, Richmond and elsewhere. The 
cool afternoons during the week have been the 
signal for the revival of festivities at the boat clubs 
on the river, and there have been some very agree- 
able dances and boat parties. The Barrett Club, a 
prominent amateur dramatic organization of this 
city, isto give an entertainment on the river to 
about 300 of their friends. A handsome steamer has 
been chartered and will carry them down the river 
for an éxcursion, a dance and a lunch. An inter- 
esting programme is announced and a good time”

They also 
say that had Boston been selected for the location of 
the school no objection would be heard, as they 
could reside there with their families in a comforta- 
bie way and the school would have lost none of the 
advantages gained by locating at Newport.” The 
life of an army or navy officer in society is demor- 
altzing. There is a certain fixed income every 
month. and nothing to do but spend it. In addition 
t that there are keen-eyed, hard mhearted brokers at 
every turn who are anxious to advance on the pay 
account of the officer, and the result is that he is 
— 4 in debt to these fellows. Of course they 
charge him enormous rates of interest, and while 
he wears good clothes and cuts a fine figure in pub- 
lic his nose is to the grindstone. It is bad, though 
for him to have to endure tour or five months of 
thiseach year in Washingtoh, but when there is 
added to it three or four months more at Newport 
it breaks his heart, but not his pocket-book, for this 
isalready broken. It is whispered that the real 
cause of Gen.Swaim's troubles is his habit of loaning 
money at exorbitant rates of interest to army and 
navy Officers. Whether this is true no one can tell, 
but he has had the reputation of being a sort of 
monev-broker, and it bas even been alleged that his 
great influence with Garfield was, in part at least, 
due to a mortgage which he held for money 
loaned to that individual.

The fact is.“ said the leading spirit of a man- 
milliner's establishment in Washington to your cor- 
respondent, The fact is, there are plenty of dresses 
to be seen in Washington society that cost more 
than $1,000.

No, they usually go about once in three or four 
years,; such people, for instance, as the family of 
the Secretary of State. ora dozen others I might 
mention. The fashions in these sort of dresses do 
not change so often u one would suppose, When 
they do, it is easy tochange the dress to fit the 
fashion. A few changes in the way the thing hangs, 
or in their tucks, or skirts, or puffs, makes a won- 
derful change. They often spend $5,000, or $10,000, 
or $15,000 on a trip of this kind. Itis not necessary, 
however, for one who goes in the best society here 
to spend so much as this per year. A lady may go 
to public receptions, etc., at the White House and 
eisewhere, at a comparative cost of. say $1,000 a 
year. Of vourse, in the beginning, she must put 
$2,000 or $3,000 in evening dresses, For about $300 
or $400 you can geta very good evening dress. 
These would not do, however, for wearing 
in the day-time. The evening dresses 
are made up from a class of material that would

urpose at night, however, and look very nice. For 
53.050 one could get up, say, about seven or eight 
pretty respectable evening dresses. They would do 
very well or the first winter. Then. if “prope 
taken care of in the meantime, by a judicious expe, 
diture of $1,000 you can fit them up for the next sea- 
son. Thus you see $1,000 a year would run one along 
very comfortably for several years; $250 to $400 is 
aslow as youcan makean evening dress thai is 
worth wearing.”
